w ith that candidate's w ritten consent. 
On the face of th»* law, therefore, the 
seem ing in terpretation is that no as 
pliant for president outside of Ohio 
can hope to get any of Ohio’» dele 
gates in the national conventions un 
iess the aspirant came« into Ohio and 
openly declares hinwelf desirous of 
the nom ination. And since candidates 
for president are usually chary about 
losing their dignity, it is very doubt 
fill K anv <»f 
the 
Ohio candidates 
would have the slightest trouble w ith 
outsiders. 
The likelihood thus ;s that the Ohio 
delegations of the two principal pai 
ties will go to the national conven 
Horn 
pledged first and last and al 
ways to an Ohio man. 
Now the in­ 
tent of the general assem bly certain ­ 
ly was not to shut »lie Ohio pasture 
to all outsiders. 
At least S ecretary 
Of State m idebrant and other observ­ 
e rs here do not ihink that such was 
the Intent and that is the reason the 
attorney general will be appealed to.
